The charges agains-t Governor Til- 


den to the effect of hia having made a 
f.ilne return to the Internal llevenue 
Ilepartrnent in the matter of his 
in- 


come, as sworn to by him, are assuming 
a more serious aspeut than a mere po- 
litical vilification 
would comprehend. 


The present Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, General Green B. Raum, has 
been for sometime past in correspond- 
ence with District Attorney Bliss, of 
Xew York, and a careful investigation 
of all the facts are being made. 
This 


General Kaum acknowledges and says 
that not merely because Mr. Tiiden is 
concerned, but because the case is" a 
very important one and of considerable 
magnitude. 
He is going to bring 
fo 


the examination which he will give it 
a thoroughly f.ur-mmded, impartial and 
just scrutiny, with a duo regard to tbe 
personal rights of the party affected, as 
wellas to the interests of the Govern- 
ment, lie signifies, however, by hia 
manner that, in the representations 
made to him, there is enough to call 
fur a careful sifting of the evidence 
and the facts as presented.

.iLtltwizimi tlte issue of tliiitij 
dMirs (J3«,000) oj bonds of tlte city of 
Decatur, Miiu>i«, denominated "Public 
Improvement ami Funding Jlunds," un 
der thcpronitiaiiK of Oie city clutrter nfsaM 
city arul the constitution of Ike Mile of 
Illinois, limiting cities in the creation of 
indektcdiieia, Article ix.,txc. 12, approv- 
al and atlopte-1 by tlie people of said Ktate 
of lUinwi, July 3d, 1870. 
Whereas, a constitution for tho State of 
lllnols, was made in comeution by dele- 
ates from tlie se\eral portlous of the State, 
ud assembled In convention for that pnr- 
joseunuerand by authority of said Hlate; 
which constitution wai, submitted to the 
people of said state on the 2d day of July, 
A. D. 1S70, and by a majority of the votes 
last, was then adopted; 
And whereas, Sec 11 of.\rtlcleix. of said 


ionstltution reads as follows, to-wit: 
i 12. No county, city, township, school 


district or other municipal corporation 
Hall Iw allowed to become Indebted in any 
nauner, or for any purpose, loan amount 
ucludlng existing indebtedness in the ag- 
gregate exceeding five per centum on the 
value of the taxable property there!*, to be 
ascertained by the last assessment, for state 
md county taxes, previous to the Incurring 
of such Indebtedness. Any county, city, 
school district or other municipal corpora- 
ion inquiring any Indebtednesn at, afore- 
said, shall, before or at the time o! doing 
MO, pro\ lile for the collection ol a direct au- 
ual tav sufficient to pay the Interest on 
lien ilel>t n» it tullb clue, md also, to pay 
ml ihiehargr the principal thereof \\ithiu 
twenty yenm from the time of contracting 
the same. This secllon shall not be con- 
strued to prevent any county, city, town- 
ship, school district or other municipal cor- 
poration Irom issuing their bonds in com- 
illaure witll any vole ol the people which 
nay h.we been had prior to tbe adoption of 
his constitution In puisuance of any law 
>rovkllug tberelor. 
And whereas, the assessment of real 
and personal property within the said city 
>! Ueuilur, on the books ot the county clerk 
)1 Macon county, Illlnolj, lor the year 1875, 
as- Is herewith certified and sworn to by the 
surveyor ol the county and lha assessor 
tor tlie town of Decntur, Macon county, 
Illinois, is three million, seventy-one thou- 
sand, fi\e hundred aid fllty-one dollars 
iH.071,551), whioh, under the provisions of 
said section 1'J of said Article IX. of the 
constitution oi' the sakl state of Illinois, 
authorizes a cily debt notexccedlng In the 
aggregate one hundred and tlltv-three thou- 
sand, live hundred aud seventy-se\en tlol- 
.ars and flfly-nve cents; 


And whereas, tlie city ol Decfttur did, by 
ordmauce, passed and approved May .ird, 
1J^9, issue twenty bjnds of one thousand 
lollars each, bearing Interest at the rate of 
ten per cent per annum, said Interest pay- 
able semi-anmially on the 
firat day 01 
August and February of each year, salt! 
:>ouds maturing In ten years thereafter, lo- 
wlt: in the year 1S7N; and by nice ordinance
